IMPROVING THE SCHOOL SERVICE. 


An Important Movement Started in Sa- 


vanpah, 

SAVANNAH; Ga, July 14—[Special,]—It 
bas long becn a subject of complaint in the 
public school system of Savannah that the 
supernumerary system was very defective; in 
fact, that the class might as weil be , dismissed 
for the day as to be in charge of first one su- 

rnumerary and then another, without any 

nowledge of the scholars or the methods of 
the absent teacher. Forthe purpose of remedy- 
ing this evil, Commisioner Estill has intro- 
duced the following resolution in tothe board 
of education: 

Resolved, That in order oor the efficiency 
of the public school system of this city, and at the 
same time providea competent corpsof experi. 
enced instructors to fill vacancies which may occur 
in the schools now established, or to take positions 
in such schools asmay hereafter be established, 
thatone assistant teacherbe appointedto eech 
grammar school inthecity; the teachers so ap- 
pointed to be paid a salary of #250 each per annum 
and to be required toattend et the rchools on every 
school day andto teachsuch gradeor grades as 
may be designated bythe superintendent ofthe 
schcols to which they may be assigned. In addi- 
tion to the salary stipulated, the assistant teachers 
shall receive the per diem now paid to the super- 
r-ameraries. 

The mover of the resolution explained that 
the purpose of it was to establish a system by 
which the principals of schools would be af- 
forded time to inspect the school rooms under 
their charge, and also to prepare teachers to 
fill such vacancies as are from time to time 
occurring in the public schools. In support 
of his argument, be read from Superintend- 
ant Baker’s report 1585 the following: 

“For gocd reasons it has been found necessary to 
appoint supernumeraries for the different schools 
in the city. * * | his system is open to serious 
objections. The uncertainty of their employment 
is FO great that it cannot be reasonably expected 
that their services will be always available when 
they are needed. Then again, when in case of 
sick ness or other necessary absence of the regular 
teachers, these supernumeraries are called upon to 
take charge of classes, ignorance of the nanres of 
the pupils and want of familiarity with 
the methods of teaching render them un- 
fit for the pofitions which they 
assume. In many instances it is doubtful whether 
the instruction imparted compensates for the de- 
moralization which the Classes tufier from inex- 
perienced teachers. I beg to urge a yecommenda- 
tion, which has been substantially made in former 
reports. Ata comparatively small expense, say 
ten or fifteen doliars a month, three or four-super- 
numeraries could be employed, whose duty it 
should be to spend at least two daysin each week 
in the schools, their services being at the disposal 
and under the direction of the principals.

THE STORY 
: FAMILY. 


Wylie Hill and His Horse Collars—Patriarchal 
Rules—A Trip to Augusta—L. M. Hill and His 
Increase- Extracting Wealth from Geor- 
gia SGoill—-A Notable Funeral. 


BARNETT, Ga., Jaly 14,—[Special,]—Tho 
Hill family, of Wilkes county, has won & 
name throughout the state,on account of its 
numbers, and the general thrift which char- 
acterizes each of its members. Wilkes county 
has long been noted for the eminent men it 
has produced, whose fame was achieved on 
the bench, at the bar, or on the hustings. The 
Hills, however, have the distinction of having 
made their name in the world of commerce. 
The quality of getting ee | and of holding 
it has been transmitted until new each of the 
descendants is a king in his sphere, 

GRANDEATHER WYLIE HILL, 

Something about a century ago there ap- 
peared among the settlers of Wilkes a young 
man named Wylie Hill. He camefrom Wake 
county, North Carolina, bringing with him his 
young wife. He started in business as a trader 
in horse collars and door mats. He added 
cc ntinually to his store until he became com- 
fortably situated. About the only diversion 
he allowed himself was during his annual 
trips to Augusta, where he went to dispose of 
hiscotton. He would camp within sight of 
the city, so asto enter early next morning. 
While the slaves slept, he would quietly go 
around ©) * gather up their hats, and placing 
them in ive fire, would awake the owners to 
witness the conflagration. As the expense of 
replacing the hats fell upon himself, there was 
not much trouble over the freak. 

Wylie Hill was as methodical and self-as~ 
serting with his family as he was with his 
money. Four sons, Burrell, Thomas, Wylie 
P. and Lodowick Meriwether, were born unto 
him, as well as four daughters. Over all he 
held patriarchal sway until the day of his 
death, wielding his birch for the benefit of 
his grandchildren with the same energy with 
which he had applied it to their parents. He 
believed thoroughly in the efficacy of the 
rod, and enforced the rule of the younger pay- 
ing deference to the older. In this way the 
family was always under excellent discipline, 
end cultivated that character for respect to 
age and fidelity to obligations of life and na- 
ture which is one of the crowning glories of its 
present represenvatives. — 

In the treatment of his four daughters he 
was something more than patriarchal. He 
never ceased to look upon them as immediate 
members of his household. In all his calcula- 
tions for expenditures, purchases, etc., they 
were included. In fact, it is said that he 
never medé a domestic purchase which he did 
not duplicate for each of the daughters. In 
this respect he must have been a charming 
father in-law. 

A KING IN AGRICULTURE, 

wick Meriwether Hill, the youngest of 
the sens, who subsequently became the most 
famous, began life witha romance, One of 
his school companions was his pretty cousin, 
Nancy Jobnson. The boy always toox pleas- 
ure in being turned down in his classes by his 
demure little cousin. When maturity broughi 
them face to face with life, they joined hands 
and started on the journey together, with 
only one dollar in cash between them, After 
years of happinessthe bride, now the mother 
of nine sons and one daughter, passed iuto the 
spirit land. Later Mr. Hill married his sec- 
ond wife, Miss Martha Weliborn, by whom he 
became the father of twosons. This made his 
family consist of twelve children, but one of 
whom is dead, 

To tell the story of L. M. Hill’s life would 
be to weave a romance of toil in which abun- 
dant wealth rewarded hard work and patient 
industry. He believed in the virtue of Geor- 
gia soil, and his belief was never dampened, 
As he became possessed of money morethan he 
eould reinvest asa planter, he sought outside 
investments, principally in Georgia railroad 
etock, then as president of a bank in 
Washington, and still later as president of the 
Gate City National bank of Atlanta, fut in 
the midst of all these interests he neVer for- 
got that the foundation of his wealth was in 
Wilkes county acres, and that the dollar ex- 
tracted from the soil was less fleeting than 
that earned in bank exchange. 

THE PATRIARCH’S INCREASE, 

His richest possession, however, was his 
family. By strict discipiine, the inculcation 
of habits of obedience, and the development 
ofa high sense of honor, the children grew 
up around him so as to remind one of the 
patriarchal days of Israel, when the 
father stood as the representative of allauthor- 
ity. He put each one at work, ‘and never 
permitted any of them to eultivate habits of 
idleness. He well knew thatthe making of 
money was only less difficult than the keep- 
ing of it, and that the poorest legacy a father 
could leave his children would be a fortune 
for idleness to dissipate. Therefore each one 
was impressed with the necessity of self-reli- 
ance. This habit prepared them for the posts 
in life which they were destined to occupy. 

When the late war between the states broke 
out the nine sops who were old enough to 
serve, wentto the front and served through 
the entire period until Appomatox was reach- 
ed, When they returned home, notwith- 
standing their four years of incessant service, 
but one of them had sustained a casualty—the 
loss ofan arm. They returned at once to 
work with the vim which had charactorized 
the two preceding generations, and one by 
one, established themselves as men of business 
and probity. The story of their locations and 
employment is interesting.

He 
had been a member of the legislature, and was 
at the time of his death a director in the 
Georgia railroad, president of the bank of 
Washington, president of the Gate City Na- 
tional bank of Atlanta, and held besides many 
other trusts which testified to the respect in 
which he was held. His burial presented the 
singular sight of ten brothers acting as pall- 
bearers for their father. There were present 
besides nine grandchildren and thirty-five 
great. grandchildren. 
_ This narrative illustrates the fact that there 
is money in the common avocationsof life to 
these who will be industrious enough to carn 
it,and that itis not necessary to court the 
crowded streets of cities in order to win suc- 
cers. The Hills made their moneyin the 
country, and their descendants of the present 
day clirg to the work of their fathers and cul- 
tivate the fields.

National and State Banks. 

A Chattanooga paper, commenting on what 
THE CONSTITUTION recently said in regard 
tothe establishment of state banks, gives 
voice to the hope that there will be no wild- 
cat system to vex the people. This sort of 
talk is altogether out of place at the present 
time. The Chattanooga paper, and other 
esteemed contemporaries, which are inclined 
to have a chill whenever the subject of state 
banks is mentioned, might much more rea- 

| sonably express the hope that the stage coach 
will mot be permitted to take the place of 
the steam-drawn trains of the present. 

The truth is that all this talk about wild- 
cat banks grows out of ignorance or forget- 
fulness. In Georgia there never was a wild- 
cat bank organized under the state bank sys- 
tem. The Bank of the State of Georgia, and 
its branches scattered over the state, issued 
notes that were good im every conmercial 
center of the union, and in England, The 
wild-cat banks were mostly private institu- 
tions, and their failure was no more dis.s- 
trous than the failure of seme of the private 
banks since the war.

peyment of the interest bearing indebtedness 
of the United States, payable at. the option 
of the

government. 
This means the rapid extinguishment of | 


the public debt, and when there is no longer 
any national indebtedness, there will no 
longer be any basis for the national banks, 
as thote institutions now exist, No one 
doubts that the national banking system is 
the best the country ever had, At the same 
time, no one hopes or believes that the peo- 


ple can be induced to pay interest on an uD-_ 


necessary public debt merely for the purpose 
of continuing the national banking system. 
This system is in the nature of a war meas- 
ure, and was created for the purpose of 
making a demand for government bonds. It 
is a system which bears no real relation to 
the commercial needs of the people, and that 
fact is fully understood by the national 
banks themselves; and some Of them, espe- 
cially in the south, have taken measures to 
reduce their capital, Those interested in the 
national banks are perfectly well aware that 
the government cannot and will not issue 
bonds to perpetuate the system. 

Moreover the national banks are prevented 
by the laws under which they operate, from 
making some of the best and safest uses of 
money. They can invest their whole capi- 
tal in the bonds of railroad companies, but 
they are not permitted to loan money on real 
estate, and can loan only 10 per cent of their 
capital to one party or firm. Thus it will be 
seen that the national banks are a little too 
circumscribed in their operations for a period 
of peace and commercial prosperity. Their 
managers understand this perfectly wel!, and 
the most thoughtful of them are waiting for 
the day when, under proper limitations and 
restrictions, they can branch out as state 
banks. 

Under this new order of things the govern- 
ment will issue its own treasury notes, which 
will take the place of national bank currency, 
while the national banks, re-organized as 
state banks, under state laws, will issue a 
currency which will be equally as good. As 
Mr. George W. Williams, a prominent bank- 
er of Charleston, truly says, the national 
banking system isa war measure, and the 
law under which it is organized legislates 
against the foundation of all wealth—land. 
These banks cannot, as we have stated, loan 
a dollar on real estate. All this will have to 
be changed when the state banking system 
is organized, and it will be changed. 

Meanwhile, we invite our esteemed con- 
temporaries to discuss this question and tell 
us all they know about wild-cat banks. For 
instance, how nmiany wild-cat banks were 
there in Georgia before the war, which had 
the authority of the state, and how many in 
South Carolina? ss ’

ruler that ever sat in a governor's chair, In 
his vain desire to give his state a dazzling 
administration he. fell an easy prey to un- 
scrupulous flatterers who know how to make 
thrift follow fawning. The governor of a 
great commonwealth became the accomplice 
of swindlers. Disgraced and scorned by his 
own people he left the executive mansion 
and became a wanderer upon the face ot the 
earth. 

His recent history is painfully familiar. 
Time and again within the past few years 
this penniless exile has yielded to tempta- 
tion, or to necessity, and each time he has 
paid the penalty. From jail to jail, and 
from prison to prison this broken man has 
gone, never escaping the consequences of his 
petty transgressions. Now, at the age of 
fifty, when he should be in his prime, he is 
cut off from his kindred and the friends of 
his youth, and forgotten and uncared for is 
left to die a felon’s death. 

Men will say that it is just. They will 
say that it is a warning example.

All 
the membeis of the Grant family, who still 
contribute to the support of Mrs. Sartoris and 
the children, have urged Mrs, Sartoris for 
years to separate from her husband, 
and return to America. Itis said that Mrs. 
Grant made sucha request only a few months 
ago, after learning of some fresh indignity on 
Sartoris’ part. But the daughter replied that 
she would not entertain such a proposition a 
moment, and added indignantly that she 
would refuse to sustain relations of 
any character if these importnnities did not 
cease. Meanwhile Sartoris is racing about 
Evgland, spending the meager allowances his 
father gives him among companions cf his 
own kind. The reports say that Sautoris has 
been absent from his wife since last spring, 
and thatshe hears from himonly at rare 
intervals.

We’ve got a great 
many militiamen, though they don’t go tothe 
front. When Ithink of the old confederate who 
wentout from his family, marched through rain 
and bared his breastto the bullets for the sake of 
the flag he loved, lam ashamed to think of these 
solaiers of the cross who would run if a cap 
snapped.

; About Goats. 

C, C.. Elijay, Ga.: Please tell me something 
about tbe origin and history of the goat. 

The common or domestic goat was originally 
anative of the highlands of Asia. Naturalists 
generally regard it as having descended from an 
animal found {n the Caucasus mountains and the 
hill country of Persia, called inthe Persian lan- 
guage the 
longer than those of § the common 
goat, and its horns are very much larger. 
It is not always easy to distinguish between the 
species and varieties of goats. The common goat 
has existed as a domestic animal in oriental 
countries from the very earliest times. From 
there it spread all over the world, manifest- 
ing a remerkable adaptability to climate and cir- 
cumstances. In this diversity of sur- 
roundings a great diversity of breeds 
bas appeared, such as the . Angora 
goat, the Syrian goat, the Cashmere goat, the 
Guinea goat of Africa and many others. No quad- 
ruped, except the dog, has shown such susceptibil- 
ity of variation. These differences show most 
markedly in the quaility and quantity of the hair, 
and in the relative abundance of the two coats, 
the lorg, tilky outer covering and the softer 
woolly hair beneathit. Goats are found wild in 
mountainous countries only; they are very sure- 
footed on narrow ledges or rocks, and show great 
strength and ability in leaping. They also prefer 
as food the leaves and branches of shrubs and tho 
herbs found on mountains to the herbage of the 
richest lowland pastures. Among the Greeks and 
Romens the goat was sacrificed to Bacchus because 
of its tendency toinjure grapevines by eating its 
young tendrils and leaves. Thegoatis not found 
wild in extreme northern countries, but when 
under domestication thrives as well within a shed 
in the northern districts of Scandindvia as in the 
hottest parts of Asia and Africa. All the species of 
the goat are natives of the Old world. The Rocky 
mountain goat, so called, of North America, really 
belongs to the antelope family.

IMPORTED LABOR. 


FEuit Commenced Against the Contractors ol 
the Texas Capitol. 

CHICAGO, July 14.—A dispatch from Austin, 

Texas says that suit has been commenced in 


the United States court there against 
Gus Wilke, contractor John N. Far- 
well, CC. 3B, Farwell, Abner Taylor 
and Amos Babcock of Chicago, 


for violation ofan act of congress, passed in 
February, 1885, prohibiting the imoortation 
and immigration of foreign labor. It is alleged 
that theabove named persons sometime in 
April brought, or caused to be brought, from 
Scotland 66 granite cutters, who are now at 
work on the capitol. Gus Wilke,contractor,says 
they came of their own free will in answer to 
an advertisement and they were not solicited 
or paid todoso. It is suspected that suit has 
been instigated by the Knights of Labor, who 
are “down on” the syndicate for working pen- 
itentiary convicts furnished by the state. The 
suit will be tried at the August term. The 
dispatch was shown Hon. C. B. Farwell ad 
Colonel Taylor by a reporter. They said 
it was the first intimation of the affair they 
had had. They had not brought any laborers 
from Scotland or elsewhere abroad. The 
men who came were not laborers, but skilled 
granite cutters, and they had not been 
brought, but came of their own free will. The 
fact was, there being a scarcity of granite cut- 
ters in Texas, some Scotchmen there had 
written to their acquaintances and friends in 
the old country, telling them that they could 
get work if they came,and a number came. 
It was a matter with which the syndicate has 
nothing todo whatever. It belonged entire- 
ly tothe contractor.

THE AUGUSTA STRIKE. 


The Factory Directors Meet the Knights of 
Labor, 


Avausta, Ga., July 14.—The Augusta fac- 
tory directors held a meeting today and 
adopted a resolution that they would confer 
with a committee of Knights of Labor, or any 
other committee representing the mill opera- 
tives who struck for higher wages. W. H. 
Mullen, of the executive committee of. knights, 
who came here to investigate the cause of the 
strike, had a conference with the 
factory directors. He and the 
local executive board asked for an 
increase of fifteen per cent for all operatives 
in the factory, on the ground that they could 
not maintain themselves on less. The officia!s 
the factory argued that the 
mili is not able to advance 
wages, and made exhibits of the company’s 
business to prove that they were not able to 
pay higher wages. The matter is still under 
advisement and will be considered farther to- 
morrow by the board of directors of the fazto- 
1y. The knights are firm in their demands for 
higher wages, and the factory officials are 
equally firm in their inability 
to pay on account of heavy losses sustained 
by the mill for nearly three years. The pres- 
evt strike was not ordered by the Knights of 
Labor. Two colored lodges of Knights of La- 
bor have been organized in Augusta. 


THE RUG WEAVERS.

PHILADELPHIA, July 14.—The four han- 
dred rug and carpet weavers who struck at the 
mil's at John Bromley ‘Sons last Saturday, 
and who were ordered back to work yesterday 
under protest, pending arbitration, went to 
the mills but found the gates closed.

THE AMOUNT OF MONEY EXPEND- 
BD BY THE GOVERN MENT. 


The Total Gum Appropriated for Georgia Since 
the Formation of the Government—The First 
Public Bullding in the State—The 
Rivers and Harbors, Bte., Bte, 


WASHINGTON, July 14.—(Special.]—For the 
first time in our histoy, itis now possible to 
give a complete statement of the expenditures 
ofthe government for public improvements. 
During the forty-sixth congress, the account- 
ing officersof the treasury department were 
desired tomake this compilation, and the 
work has been finished. It begins with the 
formation of the government, in 1780, and ex- 
tends to the year 1852. Tahis, of course, docs 
not complete the statement, but your corres- 
pondent has examined the appropriations of 
the past four years, and incorporated them 
with the treasury compilation, thus making it 
full and complete. The following will show 
the allowances for Georgia.

INSURANCE TAX RETURNS. 


The Comptroller-General Makes Ar Impor- 
tant Discovery. 

Comptroller-General Wright has made a 
discovery which will result in placing in the 
state treasury a large sum of money. 

Some time ago the Underwriters’ Agency 
and Insurance company, deing business in 
Georgia, filed with the comptroller-general its 
annual tax returns of premiums and losses. 
Some of the figures were in black ink and 
some in red ink, the total of the latter being 
deducted from the total of the former, Not 
understanding the different totals, the comp- 
troller-general sent back the returns for an 


explanation. The general agent of 
the company explained that the 
figures in black ink indicated 


THE GROSS RECEIPTS 

and the figures in red ink the company’s ex- 
penses; so that the latter detucted from the 
fcrmer exhibited the net receipts, The comp- 
troller-general took the position that the law 
required the returns to be made on the gross 
receipts, and wrote the general agent to that 
effect. The general agent replied that his 
company interpreted the law to mean that re- 
turns must be made only upon net receipts, 
and referred to the tax act of 1881. 

The tax act of 1885 distinctly declares that 
insurance returns must be made upon gross 
receipts. Theform upon which the returns 
are made contains this note: “Gross premiums 
received on old and new business; this must 
include all premiums, both notes and cash, 
and all premiums of previous years paid this 
year.” 

THE OATH 
required of the agents of the companies is in 
the following words: 

Before me ————, personally appeared ——-——, 
who, being duly sworn, deposeth and saith that 
the foregoing statement contains a correctand truce 
return of the gross premiums received for this and 
all po years, and losses paid and unpaid, by 
said company or its agents, on business done in the 
state of Georgia for and during the time specified. 

Regarding it as probable that other compa- 
nies had pursued the plan of the Underwriter’s 
agency, the comptrolier-general sent to each 
of them a printed circular of inquiry o2 the 
subject. So far, no answers have been re- 
ceived, 

If it should turn out that the other compa- 
pies bave pursued the plaa of the Under- 
writers’ agency, they will be required to cor- 
rect the returns heretofore made and to pay 
the back taxes.

JUDGE CLARK DENIES THE PRAY- 


ER FOR AN INJUNCTION, 
ND 
He Decides That the Big Bonenes ie @ Retail 
Liquor Saloon—The Police Authorities Bue. 
tained —Interesting OColloguy—Breonek 
Goes Out of Business, Bte. 


The injunction case of Al Bronck vs. the 
City of Atlanta, was{tried in the superior court 
yesterday morning. Judge R. H. Clark, of 
the Stone Mountain cirenit, presided, About 
one hunred persons were present as spectators, 


Following the preliminary proceedings, Mr. 
John B, Goodwin, city attorney, read the an- 


swer to Bronck’s bill, and introduced testi- 
mony that the city authorities acted legally 
in interfering with the sale of liquor at the 
Big Bonanza. It was shown that Bronck ap- 
plied to Mr, John Tyler Cooper, clerk of the 
board of commissioners of roads and revenue, 
for permission to transfer tothe Big Bonanza 
the liquor business which he carried on under 
his license at No. 250 Ira street; that Mr. 


SIGNED AN ORDER 

granting the transfer; and that it was upon 
that order that the business was transferrei. 
It was also shown that Mr, E. W. Martin, act- 
ing as temporary chairman of the police com- 
mittee of the city of Atlanta, went to the Big 
Bonanza and notified Bronck and his associ- 
ates that they were violating the law and that 
they must cease business. Chief A. B.Con- 


nolly, of the police force, substantiated the 
testimony of Mr, Martin. It was further 
shown that the liquor sold at the Big Bonanza 
was drank in quantities less than a quart, and 
that the place was fitted ‘up asa regular sa- 
loon. 7 

The anewer to Bronck’s bill contained the 
city’s case in full; and, as the attorneys found 
it unnecessary to support the answer by argu- 
ment, the substance of itis here reproduced. 

THE ANSWER. 

The pretended license of complainant from the 
commissioner of roads and revenues of said coun- 
ty of Fulton is, and always was invalid, and of no 
force or effect, because said license undertook to 
authorize said complainant to sell spirituous and 
intoxicating liquors by the quart in said county, at 
a place within the corporate limits of the city of 
Atlanta, a municipal corporation, under the laws 
of the state of Georgia, said county or its agencies 
having under the law no such power or authority. 

If said pretended license set forth in ecomplaint- 
ant’s bill had ever been valid, orof force as to 
spirituous liquors, the same embraced no author- 
ity, under the law, to sell or deal in beer or malt 
liquors, end said complainant on said 9th day of 
July, 1886, wasengagedin selling, and did sell 
beer or malt liquor. 

If said pretended license of cemplainant had 
ever had any force of validity, the same consti- 
tuted no vested right in comp!aipant to sell, barter 
or furnish spirituous or other liquors in said county 
subsequently to the goiug into effectof said local 
option act as aforesaid. in said county of Fulton. 

Said pretended license of complainant, if ever 
valid, or of any force when issued, was to author: 
ize the sale of liquors as therein specified at num- 
ber 250 Ira street, in said city of Atlanta. Whereas, 
on fad July 9th, 1886, éni_ sinc:2 
the same was issued, and sincethe edoption of 
said local option act in and for said county of Ful- 
ton, complainant has been sellipg,and was on said 
July 9th, 1886, selling spirituous and malt liquors 
at uumber 5 Decatur street, Atlanta, a place dis- 
tant from that for which said license was origin- 
ally issued, and about ove and a quarter mile from 
said firstnamed place. Defendant charges that 
the pretended or attempted transfer of said ,icense 

to said number 5 Deeatur street, occurred on the 
“th cay of July, 1886, was unauthorized by law, 
and confers no authority to sell said liquors at sxid 
number 5 Decatur street. 

Said pretended license was issued to and only 
undertook to authorize complainant to sell said 
liquors. Whereas, defendantisinformed and be- 
lieves that said complainant had associated others 
with him in business and interest, fin and under 
said license, and was so associated in business and 
interest under said license; on said 9th day of July, 
1886, thereby vitiating said license, and violating 
the laws of said state and ordinances of said city. 

Complainant on said 9 of July,1886, had and kept 
on hand at said No. 5 Decatur street, spirituous and 
malt liquors, with the intent then and there un- 
lawiuliy to sell the same, contrary to an ordinance 
of the city, a copy of which said ordinance is here- 
to attached, as part of this answer, marked ex- 
hibit “A,"’ and to which reference is prayed. 

Complainantand those associated with him in 
business and interest as aforesaid, his agents, ser- 
varits and employes, were on said ninth of July, 
1886, selling spirituous and malt liquors at said 
number five, Decatur street, by the quart, aad 
placing the same in open vessels, and in said 
place where sold, and with the knowledge of com- 
plainant and his said associates, agents, servants, 
etc., said liquors were furnished by them in said 
place to purchasers of quarts, and others, and 
dealt out and drank therein, complainant, his as- 
sociates, agents, etc., then and therefrom and at 
the bar therein furnishing the facilities for such 

‘drinking, consisting of pane. sugar, water, etc., 
the tame being as defendant charges ia fact and_in 
substance, a place where said liquors are unlaw- 
fully sold and furnished at retail, contrary to law 
and the pears and good order of said city. 

Defendant says that said furnishing and selling 
liquors as aforesaid drew great throngs and crowds 

of people to and in said place and on Decatur 
street, which wasascene or confusion and disor- 
der, and therein a menace to the peace and order 
of staid state and city, the same being a public 
place in said city and county. 

Defendant is informed and believes that com- 
plainant and those associated with him in business 
and interest under said pretended license as afore- 
said atsaid No. 5 Decatur street has, since the 
adoption of said local option act for said county 
and prior to said 9th day of July, 1886, purchased 
and provided the said liquors for the unlawful sale 
of the same at said place, No.5 Decatur street, and 
that complainant had none of said liquors on hand 
or in stock at No, 250 Ira street at the time of the 
adoption of said local option act as aforesaid for 
faid county. 

The mayor and general council of the city of 
Atlanta bad before the issuing of said pretended 
license by the commissioners of roads and revenues 
of said county refused in the interesi of good order 
in said city to issue license to complainant to re- 
tail lsquors at said 250 Ira street. ~ 

.— as to the matters charged in said bill, F. 
W. Martin, atthe time acting chairman of the 
board of police commissioners, and A, B. Conno!ly, 
chief of police of said city of Atlanta, were, asthey 
had lawful right and epee to do, enforcing 
the penal laws of said state, and ordinances of said 
city, and injunction does not lie to restrain them 
or defendant from enforcing penal lawsof the 
state and ordinance of said city. 

Defendant denies that complainant has any legal 
rigbt or authority to sell, barter or furnish alco 
holic, spirituous, malt or intoxicating liquors at 
No. 5 Decatur street, as aforesaid, or elsewhere in 
eaid city or county. 

Wherefore, defendant prays that the injunction 
and relief asked for in said bill be denied. 

THE TESTIMONY FOR THE PLAINTIFF 
was to the effect that it had been customary 
with the commissioners to transfer the busi- 
ness conducted wnder wholesale liquor licenses 
from one place of business to another. 

Mr. James F. O'Neil made the opening 
argument for the plaintiff. He elaborately 
reviewed the case, and contended that the 
business carried on atthe Big Bonanza was 
strictly according to law. Heclosed by ask- 
ing thatthe temporary injunction be made 
perpetual, 

Judge Clark declined to hear argument 
from the attorneys for the city. He said that 
the point in the case was whether or not there 
bad been a retail selling. The plaintiff had 
cold liquor and allowed itto bedrank in 
quantities less than a quart. This had the ap- 
pearance of a business conducted in a retail 
saloou. 

Mr. O'Neil said that the city authorities 
were not consistent in the point made about 
THE VALIDITY OF THE LICENSE. 

They’ had allowed parties holding retail 
licenses to sell liquor after the local option law 
was declaredin force and up to the first of 


July, 

, Clark said that he did not wish to 
consume unnecessary time in the discussion of 
irrelevant isenos. He invited the attention of 
the couneel for the plaintiff to the main point: 
Whether the evidence did not make his client 
a retailer, by selling in quantities less than a 
quart, and allowing it to be drank on the 
premises. If his client was a retailer the city 
had a right to enforce the law. 

Mr. O'Neil contended thatthe evidence did 
not show that Bronck had sold in quantities 
lees than a quart. He insisted that the city 
bad no right to pass an ordinance forbidding 
the liquor eold by the quart to be drank on the 
premises. He read from the 29th Georgis a 
decision made in a case from Albany, Ga. The 
seller in that case was the owner of a wagon 
yard, and the parties drank the liquor ia the 
yard and not in the room where sold, The 
au focus held that this was not illegal.

MR, J, ©, READ, OF COUNSEL FOR BRONCK, 
interrupted the colloquy between Judge Clark 
and Mr. O'Neil, He said that drinking liquor 
did not enter into the merits of the case as to 
retailing; that there yas no law to prevent the 
purchaser from drinking where he pleased 
The tale of resp in-.quantities less than one 
quart was retailing; drinking had nothing to 
do with it. Bronck sold liquor by the quart. 
That the purchaser divided it did not make 
the sale retailing. 

Judge Clark—‘“If the holder ‘of a quart li- 
cense gets a place ahd supplies it with counters, 
glasses, etc., it is retailing under cover of a 
en license,and constitutes the place a 


Mr. Read—*We can legally do that}indire st- 
ly which we cannot do directly.” 

Judge Clark—*“Not at all.” 

Mr. Reed.—*‘Hon. A. H, Stephens once said 
that John Quincy Adams told him congress 
could legally do indirectly what it could not 
do a It could not legally directly 
raise the price of beef, but, by calling out the 
army, it could indirectly do it.” 

Judge Clark.—“Oh, yes. Congress could 
levy a tariff for revenue only, and yet there 
might be 

A GREAT DEAL OF PROTECTION 
in it. But it would be a lawful act.” 

Mr. Read—“Mr, Bronk was acting lawfully 
in selling by the quart.” 

Judge Clark—“Yes, but the selling of the 
quart was coupled with an unlawful act, 
When Maine adopted the prohibition law the 
striped pig and various other devices and arti- 
fices were invented to evade the law. Using 
the quart license asa color for retailing, was 
an artifice and a device to evade the law.” 

Mr. Read—‘‘There is no law against furnish- 
ing counters, glasses, etc. There isno law 
against hospitality. The law must be construed 
strictly,’ 

Judge Clark—“The criminal law must be 
construed strictly. Suppose such a case as this 
is presented to the court: Here is a barkeeper 
on cne side of the street selling Jiquor under 
a retail license. On the opposite side of the 
street is a man selling under a quart license. 
He fits up counters, glasses, etc., and sells 
cheaper than others to parties who divide it 
out and drink it there. Such a man would be 
a retailer, and would be retailing without 
license. He would be held to be selling every 
drink drank upon the premises, because of his 
knowledgo and contrivance to evade the law.” 

Mr. Read—“The quantity sold, and not the 
dispcsition of the liquor after being sold, fixes 
the act. It is the people who make the prac- 
oe of dividing out the liquor, and not the 
seller. 


JUDGE CLARK REPLIED 
that under the theory of counsel for the plain- 
taff there would be ne difference between 
wholesale and retail. Suppose a dealer by the 
gallon should sell a gallon to one man and the 
jatter should give a quart each to four men. 
By providing the means for such a division 
the den would be evading the law, and the 
evasicn would make him a retailer. 

Mr. Read said that Bronck did not force his 
customeis to divide the quart. 

Judge Clark—“I know he did not. He did 
not force them to drink the quart, either; but 
he furnished the facilities for the division.” 

Mr. Read—“I am standing on the law.” 

Judge Clark—“On the spirit of the law?” 

Mr. Read—“Yes, sir: I am arguing for the 
spirit.” {Laughter.} 

Judge Clark—“But that kind of spirit is 
dead.’ [Renewed laughter.] 

Mr. O’Neil said that the answer of the city 

RAISED THREE POINTS 
that he would like to have Judge Clark dis- 
pose of. First, that Bronck had no right te 
sellat No.5 Decatur street; second, that he 
had no rightto sell at No. 250 Ira street; 
third, that he had no right to sell beer. 

Judge Clark—“Itis not my duty to decide 
these questions on the case presented. The 
bill seeks to enjoin the city from executing a 
city ordinance. It having been established 
that B:onck was a retailer, the city has the 
right to enforce the ordinance, I deny the 
injunctien and let the city take care of its 
ordinances,” 

Mesyor Hillyer announced that the city was 
ready to show that it had the right tw stop the 
salo of liquor by the quart at No. 5 Decatur 
street, or, as it iscommonly known, the Big 
Bonanza. He requested Judge Clark to per- 
mit the city to be heard before granting any 
other reetraining order, 

Mr. O'Neil desired to amend the bill so as to 
ask for an order restraining the city from pre- 
venting Bronck from selling liquor by the 
quart, provided it was not drank upon the 
premises, 

Judge Clark—‘'My decision is final. I refuse 
the injunction. The only ground on which a 
superior couit can interfere is to preserve 
the right of property. This bill was to re- 
strain the execution of a criminal process for 
the preservation of law and order. The city 
was lawfully exercising that right, and I will 
not interfere with it.’ 

THE BIG BONANZA WAS CLOBED 
thirty minutes after Judge Clark rendered his 
decision. This was done by advice of Messrs, 
O’Neil & Read. 

Bronek’s license expires on the 21st inst., 
and it would not pay him to take his case to 
the supreme court, He will, therefore, not 
se}l any more liquor. 

The proprietors of the Kimball honse liquor 
store do not think their case will meet the fate 
of Bronck’s. They do not now permit liquor 
to be drank in the store. 

There was general rejoicing among the pro- 
hibitionists, yesterday afternoon, on account 
ef their victory. Leaders among them de- 
clared that the law was on their side, and that 
it would not be long before prohibition in At- 
lanta would really prohibit.

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MAIMED CONFEDERATE SOLDIERS. 


Review of the List Published by the Execu- | 
tive Department. 


Captain W. H. Harrison, clerk of the execu- 
tive department, has completed and had pub- 
lished a list. of all maimed coufederate soldiers 
who have been paid allowances by the state 
since November 10th, 1883. 

Among other valuable information published 
with the list, itis announced that the third 
payment will be due after the 26th of Septem- 
ber next. Only those that have lost an arm or 
a leg are entitled to allowances. If a man has 
lost only a part of his hand, he is not entitled 
to the allowance for the loss of an ‘‘arm below 
the elbow.” If only a part of a foot has been 
amputated, the applicant is not entitled to the 
—_ allowed for a “leg amputated below the 

nee.” 

The Jaw at present makes no — for 
any kind ofa disability except for an arm or 
leg. Payments are madeto ex-confederates 
who enlisted from other states; provided, they 
were living in Georgia in September, 1879, and 
have since resided therein. All Georgia sol- 
diers now living in this state are entitled to 
these allowances, although they may have re- 
sided elsewhere atthe date or the passage of 
the original act. (September, 1879.) If they 
are now bona fide citizens of Georgia 
they are beneficiaries. Under the act of 1834, 
any ex-confederate who has had an arm or leg 
amputated since the war, on account of old 
wounds received during the war, is entitled to 
an allowance once in every three years, from 
December 24, 1884, the date of the passage of 
the act. Under the act of October 15, 1835, 
‘disabled confederate soldiers who have lost a 
limb or limbs, and who failed to draw for any 
year or years the amounts of money to which 
they have been entitled under the severa! acts 
passed in their favor may make application 
now.” and upon filing with the governor 
proper proof will be paid the allowances not 
heretofore drawn. 

The total number on the list is 853, Every 
letter in the alphabet is represented. There 
are but nineteen Smiths, only four of whom 
are Jobn Smiths,
